ous personage of nearly every crime in 
the calendar— lot ftlono thatof plundering 
the rrovinc'ial Treasury for the purpose 
of keeping breath in the loan anatomy of 
liis orgau. In his remarks Tom tells us 
thai the Government advertising was ob- 
tained by lender, so that it i) done under 
contract. There is no attempt to deny the 
Premier's connection with tue paper; but 
■we would state that no tenders wereaskod 
from this ollice. T. H. Long and Amor 
UoCosmos, (dins Smith, alius Co., "con- 
tracted" to do certain ])ublio work for 
■which a stipulated sum of public money 
was to bo paid. The case grows stronger 
erery minute. Section D of the (^onatitu- 
tion Act Bftys: 

" No per.'son whosoever, holding or en- 
joying, underliiking or exeouliug, directly 
or indirectly, alono or with any other, by 
himaolf, or by tlio interposition of any 
trustee, or ^/i'lz-i/ y«ir(v [Mr. Co., for in- 
stance!] any contract or agreement with

sembly, nor shall Le sit or vote in the 
a \md." 

Section 10 provides a penalty of S50t) 
for ovary day that a member of the As- 
sembly, after ho shall have forfeited his 
seat by accepting public money, shall sit 
or vote therein.

Ei)iTonCoLONiHT.-I notice in your issue 
of to-dav a letter from Mr. Brodrick ad- 
Vising the Municipality to buy out tho 
Spring Piidge Co. I cannot say I agree 
with Mr. Brodriek. What did the Vic- 
torians do for water befm^i' the o.itablish- 
ment of tho S. II. W. Co. ? and at 
that tinio, if 1 mistake not, the po|)ula- 
tion was flomething like three times what 
it is at present. Lot the S. B. W. Co. 
dis.'ontinuo their supply of water, as thoy 
have given notice that they will. It will 
be a good opportunity for their late water 
carriers to inako a living for tliomselves. 
There are wells enough to supply all the 
town with better water than tho dirty 
li(iuid which thoS. K. Co. supply. Tukofor 
instance tiie large -ivell beyond the Bridge 
Tavern, tho Sjjrings not far from the 
Spring Bidgo, and Lawrence's attlio head 
of View Street. There will bo plenty of 
carts to supply tho water to these who 
have not wells of their own. Tho next 
thing i.s the tire tanks. Let tho Steward 
of the Fire Department examine tluim 
every week and see that they are full, and 
lot the Firo Department pay tho S150 per 
month, which I believe was asked to 
pay tho S. U. Co. for 8U]iplyi»ff tl>o "^^'itoi' 
tanks, to some of the private water car- 
riers. If none can bo found to take the 
job let the Chief Engineer order the dif- 
ferent companies out, either separately 
or all together, and let them fill their 
own tanks out of the harbor as, a drill, 
instead of running uselessly up and downi 
the streets and wasting good -i-ater in 
showing how high they can squirt. If 
I am rightly informed this ungracious 
action on the part of the S. II. Co. has 
boon prompted by parties who have been 
buying up all the shares find ■who wish 
to aggrandise their fortune at the expense 
of tho municipality. Tho same pnrtioH 
are, I am told, doing all in their power to 
impede the jirogress of bringing in water 
from Elk Lake, wishing tho Corporation 
to buy out their i)re-eniptious, through 
which the piping will most likely have 
to puns, at some exorbitant price per acre. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, before the 
Corporation take tho ad vice of Mr. Brod- 
rick I think tho matter had bettor bo well 
diacussod in public and as the people say, 
so let the Corporation do.
